President Donald Trump became the third president in his- 
tory to be impeached after the House on Wednesday charged 
him with “high crimes and misdemeanors” over his request to 
Ukraine to investigate a political rival. 

The vote came after hours of rancorous debate in which law- 
makers argued about how the Founding Fathers would have 
supported or opposed Trump’s impeachment.

Democratic 
contenders 
focus more 
attacks on 
Buttigieg

Presidential hopeful Pete Buttigieg 
takes the debate stage Thursday in Los 
Angeles in an enviable position after 
his campaign returned from polling 
purgatory to settle within striking dis- 
tance of the front-runners. 

He has a real shot at winning in 
Iowa and New Hampshire and has fi- 
nally risen into double digits national- 
ly at 13% in the latest survey from 
NPR/PBS NewsHour/Marist. 

Here’s what that means heading 
into the Democratic debate, which is 
scheduled for 8 to 11 p.m. and will air on 
PBS and CNN. IndyStar will post live 
updates of Buttigieg’s performance 
during the debate and takeaways af- 
terward. 


1. Warren and Sanders have 
begun targeting Buttigieg 


The front-runners largely have ig- 
nored Buttigieg through months of 
campaigning and in the first five Dem- 
ocratic debates. But Sens. Elizabeth 
Warren of Massachusetts and Bernie 
Sanders of Vermont have finally begun 
sparring with him, and the tactic is 
likely to carry over into the debate. 

Warren and Buttigieg have been 
battling over transparency, though it’s 
unclear how much the issue has reso- 
nated with voters. 

Warren released details of income 
she earned from corporate client work 
after Buttigieg called on her to release 
tax returns beyond the 10 years she al- 
ready had disclosed. 

After Warren’s campaign ques- 
tioned the somewhat murky details of 
Buttigieg’s past as a consultant, he re- 
leased the names of several clients he 
worked with while working for McKin- 
sey and Co. before being elected mayor 
of South Bend. He also began allowing 
the media into private fundraisers and 
agreed to release more campaign fi- 
nance details. 

No sooner had that spat ended than 
Sanders’ campaign jumped in. In an 
email to supporters this week, Sand- 
ers’ team described a Buttigieg fund- 
raiser held in Napa Valley as taking 
place in a wine cave. Sanders’ cam- 
paign asked for small-dollar donations 
to match the larger contributions But- 
tigieg was poised to collect at his fund- 
raiser. 

It’s noteworthy that Sanders and 
Warren have been attacking Buttigieg
